Fire Damage Held Down. 

The communique paid high 
tribute to Moscow fire watchers 
who were said to have doused 
many incendiary bombs and there- 
by averted much damage. 

The raiders dropped more ex- 
plosives than incendiaries last 
night. 

Foreign Vice Commissar S. A. 
Lozovsky, spokesman for the 
Soviet Information Bureau, said 
only 3 or 4 per cent of the hun- 
dreds of planes sent against Mos- 
cow have reached the city and 
from 10 to 11 per cent have been 
destroyed. 

Most of these, he said, have 
been downed by Russian night 
fighters which “not only meet 
enemy planes far from the city 
but engage bombers directly over 
Moscow, thus wrecking plans of 
the German high command.” Oth- 
ers were credited to anti-aircraft 
guns and barrage balloons. 

Pravda, the Communist news- 
paper, said crews ran up balloons 
to a great altitude as soon as the 
alarm was sounded. Two of the 
attacking planes were fouled. 

Land Fighting. 

The Red army communique, 
again reporting fierce night fight- 
ing in the areas of Porkhov, Po- 
lotsk-Nevel, Smolensk and Zhito- 
mir, indicated there had been no 
significant change on the long 
front. : 

The Red army’s stand on the 
central sector was pictured as 
the most brilliant resistance of 
the war and Russian troops were 
gaid to be still holding on grimly 
in the Smolensk sector a week 
after the Germans struck in that 
direction.

Fighting in North. 

German pressure appeared to 
have been relaxed on the northern 
sector where battles had raged 
earlier in the Petrozavodsk and 
Porkhovy zones, flanking Leningrad 
on the northeast and southwest. 
No major action was reported 
there yesterday. 

The mid-day communique, how- 
ever, said a Red army unit had 
thrown back German-Finnish 
troops from “Point P”—(possibly 
Petrozavodsk)—and had “inflicted 
heavy losses on them.” 

“The enemy left in the field 
1200 killed and many wounded,” 
ii said. “We captured an anti-tank 
gun, trench mortars and several 
Tadio stations.” 

In the southern zone, heavy com- 
bat was said to be continuing in 
the region of Zhitomir and along 
the Bessarabian border, west and 
south of Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine. 

At one point on the Bessarabian 
front, the communique said, Rus- 
sian forces “routed an enemy’ mo- 
torized detachment, capturing 400 
armored cars, 300 motorcycles, 32 
tanks, 25 guns and eight mine 
throwers.” 

Guerrilla Fighting. 

The early morning bulletin 
placed great emphasis on the ef- 
fectiveness of Rusian guerrilla 
forces. 

“Red army detachments and 
guerrilla detachments operating 
behind the Fascist lines are de- 
moralizing the enemy’s rear in 
creasingly often and provoking 
panic in his ranks,” the com- 
munique said. 

It declared that in one sector of 
the front Russian guerrillas had 
killed 65 German ‘soldiers and of- 
ficers, captured 19 motor vehicles 
and other equipment and taken a 
number of prisoners. 

At another point, the communi- 
que said, a Russian detachment re- 
mained hidden on the east bank 
of a river while German engineers 
threw a bridge across the stream.

Declares Roosevelt Has

LOS ANGELES, July 24 (AP). 
—“Washington is in confusion, 
our defense program is in danger,” 
Wendell L. Willkie told 19,000 per- 
sons at a meeting for national 
unity last night. — 

“The President,” he said, “has 
failed in the most elementary task 
of management—the task of dele- 
gation—the task of calling in the 
ablest men in the country and giv- 
ing them power to act. It is true 
that Washington is in confusion. 
It is true that our defense pro- 
gram is in danger.” 

“But the rem is not to ob- 
struct the defense program,” he 
continued. “The remedy is not 
to hang back, or to oppose those 
larger aims which are involved in 
such moves as that which we have 
undertaken in Iceland. No. The 
remedy is just the opposite of that. 

“We must—every one of us— 
appropriate this defense program 
as our own. We must realise that 
in it lies our greatest hope of 
freedom. And we must get the 
kind of management we want, not 
through petty criticism, but 
through the application of the en- 
ormous pressure of American pub- 
lic opinion, insisting that a good 
job be done. The dé¢ure for a 
bad defense program is not more 
opposition, but more support.” 

Thinks War Probabl. 

He said the United States prob- 
ably would be involved in war 
regardless of the position it took 
on international affairs. 

Willkie spoke in Hollywood 
Bowl. As he was introduced, the 
crowd revived the presidential 
campaign cry of last fall, “We 
Vint Willkie'” The crowd gave 
him a three-minute ovation. 

Willkie criticised the adminis- 
tr tion freely, but digressed from 
his prepared speech to declare: 

“Of late we have heard some 
men say that the President acts 
through ignoble motives. No man 
ever tried so hard as I did to re- 
move the President from office, 
but I repudiate utterly any no- 
tion that in this most critical 
hour of the country’s history 
Franklin Roosevelt is acting with 
any sinister purpose. 

“Franklin Roosevelt may be mis- 
taken in some of his actions but 
no American citizen sitting in his 
place would do other than pray 
and work for the preservation of 
the freedom of America.” 

Criticises New Deal. 

In his prepared address, Willkie

TEXAS GOVERNOR VETOES 
DEATH PENALTY FOR SABOTAGE 


AUSTIN, Tez., July 24 (AP). — 
Gov. W. Lee O’Daniel vetoed yes- 
terday a bill making sabotage 
punishable by death, but said he 
intended to introduce a “more 
severe” bill in the United States 
Senate. 

O’Daniel, recently elected to syic- 
ceed the lafe Morris Sheppard, 
said his veto was based on con- 
scientious objection to capital pun- 
ishment and the fact that prop- 
erty damage from sabotage could 
be punished under 21 state and 11 
Federal statutes. 

“As a safeguard, however,” he 
said, “I intend to carry a copy of 
the bill with me to Washington 
and introduce it in the United 
States Senate, changed only to the 
extent of providing a maximum 
penalty more severe than the 
death sentence.” . 

Such a penalty, he added, should 
be an irrevocable life sentence at 
hard labor.

Bolivia Discloses Letter to Nazi 
Envoy on Revolt Plot. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 24 (AP). 
—The Government made public last 
night a letter which it said proved 
that Ernest Wendler, German Min- 
ister to Bolivia until his recent 
expulsion, had conspired with the 
Bolivian military attache in Berlin 


for a Nazi putsch in Bolivia. 

The letter, dated at the “Bolivian 
Legation in Berlin June 9, 1941,” 
was signed by Maj. Elias Belmonte, 
the attache who, the Government 
charged, was slated to head the 
prospective revolt. It was ad- 
dressed to Wendler. 

Describing the letter as “the first 
document published regarding the 
planned Nazi putsch,” Jorge Del 
Castillo, secretary to President En- 
rique Penaranda, said the plot 
failed because  Bolivia’s army 
“maintains loyalty to its national- 
ist ideals and respects the legally 
constituted order.” 

The letter attributed by the Gov- 
ernment to Maj. Belmonte § as- 
sailed the United States, and said: 

“I am informed by friends at the 
Wilhelmstrasse that through infor- 
mation received from you they 
learn there is approaching the 
moment of our coup to free my 
poor country from a weak Gov- 
ernment of purely capitalistic in- 
clinations. I go further and ex- 
press the belief that the coup 
should be set for the middle of 
July, for I consider the moment 
propitious.” 

The letter charged that the Unit- 
ed States had attempted to gain 
political contro] of Bolivia by ex- 
tending financial assistance.

Their comments followed the 
declaration of an R. A, F. wing 
commander that more Messer- 
schmitts “than ever before” were 
encountered in a late evening 
sweep yesterday. 

Nazi Claims Ridiculed. 


Informed sources, however, dis- 
missed German reports of having 
destroyed 54 British planes yester- 
day as “the same old Goebbels 
stuff” and asserted that their own 
acknowledgement of 15 planes lost 
against 11 German planes  de- 
stroyed “tells the whole story.” 

Some British sources expressed

news broadcasts. 

This testimony is part of the 
data being presented by the Com- 
munications Commission on its 
own motion to bring out full in- 
formation concerning relations be- 
tween newspapers and broadcast- 
ing stations. The purpose of the 
hearing is to determine whether 
or not the Commission should 
make any special rules and regula- 
tions, or recommend to Congress 
any legislation, concerning the 
granting of radio licenses to news- 
papers or to the owners of news- 
papers. 

298 Sections in Class. 

Preliminary data presented by 
Allen W. Saylor, supervising in- 
vestigator for the Commission, 
showed that there are 298 radio 
stations classed as being associ- 
ated with newspapers by reason of 
being wholly or partly owned by 
newspapers or their stockholders. 

Since there were 897 licensed 
broadcasti stations as of June 
30, this means that one of every 
three radio stations is what the 
Commission describes as a news- 
paper-affiliated station. In the 
case of 66 stations the holder of the 
license is a newspaper; in 71 cases 
more than 50 per cen. of the 
stock of the licensee corporation 
is owned by a newspaper; in 94 
cases persons or interests asso- 
ciated with newspapers control the 
stock of the licensee corporation. 

An exhibit prepared by Saylor 
showed that in 1931 only 14 per 
cent of radio stations were asso- 
ciated with newspapers, as com- 
pared w:'4 33.2 per cent now. 

At th opening of the hearing 
Chairman Fly said the Commission 
ir.tended to develop all possible in- 
formation on the operations of 
newspapers relating in any way 
to the question of radio broadcast- 
ing. 

On Sources of News. 

Testimony of .toper and the 
exhibits he had prepared were 
intended to enlighten the Commis- 
sion on public opinion regarding 
the sources of news. 

Roper testified that in the sum- 
mer of 1938 he conducted a survey 
by the “scientific sampling” pro- 
cess, in which many persons in 
a widely representative cross sec- 
tion were asked: “From which one 
source do you get most of your 
news abou’ what is going on?” At 
that time 63.8 per cent of all who 
answered naimed newspapers as 
their principal source of news; 
25.4 per cent named radio. 

In February of this year Roper 
conducted a similar survey, put- 
ting the question in a different 
form—*“From which source do you 
get most of your news—the news- 
papers or radio news broadcasts?” 
This time, he said, 39.4 per cent 
named radio, and 31.2 per cent 


*‘nmamed newspapers; 26.2 per cent 


gave equal importance to both 
sources. 
A third survey was started last 
June 28 and concluded July 10, the 
question being stated in this form: 
“From which source do you get 
most of your news—radio or news- 
papers?” In this 35.7 per cent of 
those answering named radio and 
34.3 per cent named newspapers. 
Both were given equal importance 
by 25.9 per cent. 

Relative Accuracy. 
In two of these surveys persons 
interviewed were asked which, in 
their opinion, gave the news more 
accurately, newspapers or radio. 
In the 1938 survey the answers 
were 38.3 per cent for newspapers 
and 38 per cent for radio, with the 
remainder considering both equal 
or answering that they did not 
know. 
In the most recent survey, how- 
ever, 375 per cent said they 
thought radio gave the more ac- 
curate war news and only 20.8 per 
cent considered the newspaper war 
news as the more accurate, In the 
1938 survey, when the answers 
were about equally divided as to 
radio and newspapers, 49.7 per cent

In these surveys newspapers 
were credited with giving the news 
more fully. 

Commenting on this, Chairman 
Fly said: “It can hardlv be denied 
that the newspaper is much more 
complete.” 

The only conclusion that Roper 
was willing to draw from his sur- 
veys was that “radio has come 
up as a source of news.” This 
does not necessarily mean, he 
added, that the newspapers have 
gone down. 

“Since the outbreak of the war,” 
he said, “people have become more 
aware of radio as a source of 
news.” 


No Lack of Confidence. 


“Do you think the results of 
these surveys indicate a lack of 
confidence in newspapers?” Com- 


‘missioner Craven asked. 


“No, the question of influence is 
not covered in the survey,” Roper 
replied. 

“You didn’t ask them that ques- 
tion,” Chairman Fly observed. 

Exhibitions were introduced 
showing that total circulation of 
daily newspapers in the United 
States has increased from 29,680,- 
328 in 1931 to 41,009,258 at the be- 
ginning of 1941, In the same period 
the number of newspapers de- 
creased from 2033 to 1877. Also 
the number of radio receiving sets 
“in use’ ’increased from 400,000 in 
1922 to 50,100,00C in 1941. 

Chairman Fly pointed out there 
is no way of knowing how many 
of the radio sets actually are used. 
The total included automobile and 
portable sets. 

“The newspaper circulation rep- 
resents copies sold.” Fly said, “and 
each copy may be read by one or 
maybe half a dozen persons.” 

Another comparative table 
showed expenditures for newspa- 
per and radio advertising. The 
figures for 1940 were $545,000,000 
for newspaper advertising and 
$200,000,000 for radio advertising.

‘Mighty I Am’ Cult. Closes 
Windows for Summer 
After Neighbors Com- 
plain of Nightly Sessions 


Members of “The Mighty I Am” 
movement, who have decreed that 
the wars in Europe and the Ori- 
ent must cease abruptly and who 
intend to continue decreeing to 
that effect until tranquillity en- 
velopes the globe, kept the win- 
dows of their meeting place at 393 
North Euclid avenue closed last 
night in an effort to keep the 
peace locally. 

It was a warm evening and sev- 
eral electric fans only partially 
abated the stuffiness of the two 
meeting rooms, but neighbors had 
complained that the group’s night- 
ly sessions, each consisting of two 
hours of chanting and decreeing, 
were annoying them. 

“We do not wish to annoy any- 
one,” Charles Dapron, salesman for 
a North Side motor freight com- 
pany and leader of the St. Louis 
“I Am” chapter, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “Hot as the 
weather may be, we intend to keep 
the windows closed for the sum- 


mer.” 
Recite in Unison. 

The “I Am” method of decreeing 
is based on the statement, “Decree 
a thing and it shall be added onto 
you.” To issue a decree, the “stu- 
dents,” as followers prefer to call 
themselves, stand together and re- 
cite it aloud in fervent, vigorous 
unison. 

At 8 o’clock every evening about 
50 students gather in their quar- 
ters at Euclid and McPherson ave- 
nues and devote two hours to de- 
creeing. About 40 decrees are is- 
sued daily. The war hasn't ceased 
yet, despite the fact that they have 
decreed its end nightly for several 
months, Dapron sthid, but several 
minor decrees have been quickly 
realized. 

The group’s financial needs are 
met by decreeing that those mem- 
bers financially able be moved to 
contribute whatever funds are 
necessary for payment of rent and 
other expenses. It always works, 
Dapron said, and the “I Am” move- 
ment has continued in St. Louis 
for several years without regular 
dues or income other than small 
amounts realized from sale of liter- 
ature and pictures. There are said 
to be about 100 members here. 

Cult’s Chant. 

The anti-war resolution calls 
upon the “Great Host of Ascended 
Masters and all Great Beings and 
Powers of Light” to “come forth 
in your full cosmic power and au- 
thority of the unfed flame,. the 
three times three and the cosmic 
light. Stop, stop, stop all war in 
Europe and the Orient forever. 
Shatter and consume every vortex 
of human discord there. Blast and 
annihilate every destructive feel- 
ing and activity, their cause, ef- 
fect, record and memory from Eu- 
rope and her people forever! Re- 
place all their destructive quali- 
ties and activities with a flood of 
the cosmic light substance which 
takes possession, produces perfec- 
tion, and holds its dominion in full 
Ascended Master Victory forever!” 

The decree also urges “the 
Mighty Legion of Light” to “re- 
qualify all human bloodshed that 
has. drenched the earth—turn it 
into liquid golden light to take 
possession of all mankind.” An im- 
passioned “it is done!” concludes 
the plea. 


“Secret Rays.” 

The “I Am” students also call 
upon the powers of light to “util- 
ize your two secret rays to their 
utmost” in defense of the United 
States, and call upon “K-7” to 
“seek out, expose, bind, hold inac- 
tive and remove this instant” 
every spy and “fifth columnist” in 
the United States. 

A majority of the students pres- 
ent last night were middle-aged 
women. Despite the closed win- 
dows, they could be heard singing 
and decreeing for some distance 
from the “I Am” headquarters. °

Bader, notified of his appoint- 
ment On being called to the May- 
or’s office, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter his policy as Excise Com- 
missioner would be strict and im- 
partial law enforcement but that 
he would not act as “a crusader 
or a reformer.”

Periods on the Bench. 


Bader, who is 54 years old and 
lives at 4117 Margaretta avenue, 
was appointed by Gov. Henry S&S. 
Caulfield as Judge of the Court 
of Criminal Correction in March, 
1929, and was appointed Circuit 
Judge by the Governor the follow- 
ing December. He was ‘elected 
Judge in 1930 but defeated for re- 
election in 1936 and defeated again 
when he ran last November. 

By a ruling in 1935 he knocked 
out benefit taxes of $1,690,515 
against property surrounding the 
Municipal Plaza. It was sustained 
by the Supreme Court of Missouri. 
Bader ordered a grand jury in- 
quiry into reports of fraud in the 
municipal primary election of 1933 
and held the jury in session on 
the day of the following mayoral 
election. It reported there was no 
widespread fraud. 

Addressing a Republican ward 
meeting in 1932, Bader favored an 
assessment of city employes for a 
campaign fund, as called for by 
the ward committeeman. 

Bader, who was born here and 
is married and has two daughters, 
has practiced law.since 1910. He 
earned his way through college as 
a ball player with minor league 
clubs and was later secretary of 
the old St. Louis Federal League 
Club, 

He ran for Prosecuting Attorney 
in 1914. Later he was a Police 
Court prosecutor and an Associate 
City Counselor in 1915-25, rising 
to First Associate.

$10,000 LEGISLATIVE FUND 


Investment Men Favored One Bill, Opposed 
Another, Both Failed—Cosmetologists 
_ Approached for Money.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 24. — 
How a $10,000 fund for legislative 
purposes was raised by assessments 
on loan and investment companies 
throughout Missouri was told to the 
Post-Dispatch today by a director 
of the Missouri Association of Loan 
and Investment Companies, who 

The director, Le Roy H. 
meetings at the Lennox Hotel in 
St. Louis and the Continental Hotel 
in Kansas City, at which it was 


p| decided to raise the fund by as- 
-|sessing each of the 60 member 
| companies an amount equal to one- 
‘|half of 1 per cent of their out- 
‘| standing loans. 


The loan and investment com- 
panies, he said, were working for 
passage of a bill introduced by 
Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Hannibal. The bill would have 
reduced, in some instances, the in- 
vestigation fees and the $20 hazard 
charge now collected by the com- 
panies, and would have placed the 
companies, to some extent, under 
supervision of the State Finance 
Commissioner. The measure ‘died 
in the House, 

The group was opposing a bill 
introduced by Senator William. M. 
Quinn of Maywood, which would 
Lave eliminated the charges en- 
tirely. The bill, which was sup- 
ported by the small loan compa- 
nies, passed the Senate but was 
defeated in the House at .the 
close of the recent session. 

About the Assessment. 

Schwerdtseger said he did not 
know exactly how much was 
raised by the loan and investment 
companies, but estimated it at 
$10,000. 

The money, he said, was turned 
over to the associations’ treasurer, 
Gene Scheffele, an officer of the 
Universal Finance Corporation of 
Kansas City, who was out of the 
city today. 

“However,” Schwerdtseger add- 
ed, “some of the members ex- 
pressed displeasure because they 
were not told exactly how the fund 
had been spent, so Scheffele has 
been instructed to prepare an ac- 
counting of it for presentation at 
a meeting here Saturday after- 
noon,” 

Scheffele’s company paid a $1500 
fine last October after Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick had filed 
ouster proceedings against it, as- 
serting the corporation had 
charged interest rates “in numer- 
Ous cases in excess of 250 per cent.” 
The ouster suit was dropped after 
the firm admitted charging more 
than the legal interest rate and 
paid the fine. 

Spending of the Money. 

Schwerdtseger said that as far 
as he knew none of the money had 
been paid to any legislator to in- 
fluence action on the Dill. 

It was spent, he explained, for 
the traveling expenses of John Z. 
Montgomery of Sedalia, president 
of the association, and to employ 
Roy D. Miller of Columbia as ex- 
ecutive secretary. 

Miller was paid “a nice salary” 
for devoting full time to handling 
the legislative program, he said. 
The executive secretary also is to 
report at Saturday’s meeting on 
expenditures of the fund, : 

“Although the members agreed 
to the one-half of 1 per cent as- 
sessment,” Schwerdtseger related, 
“it didn’t work out exactly that 
way. Many of the companies. sim- 
ply gave round sums, ranging from 
$50 to $300. I myself collected 
$300 or $400 from several compa- 
nies and turned it over to Schef- 
fele.” 


Beauty Shop Operators, Pawn- 
brokers on Growing List. 
Beauty shop operators and 
pawnbrokers were added today to 


the growing list of business and 
professional groups which raised 
money or were solicited for money 
to influence the course of legisla- 
tion affecting their interests at 
Jefferson City. 

C. W. Godefroy, former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and Missouri 
associations of Cosmetologists and 
Hairdressers and president of the 
Godefroy Manufacturing Co., which 
makes hair dyes and cosmetics 
at 3510 Olive street, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter an attorney 
who spends much of his time at 
Jefferson City had approached him 
during the last session of the Legis- 
lature with a proposition that 
money be raised to oppose a Dill 
which would adversely affect beau- 
ty shop operators. 


Pawnbrokers, Too. 

‘Pawnbrokers said they had 
raised no money during this legis- 
lative session, when a bill was in- 
troduced to increase the rate of 
interest they could charge, but told 
of funds raised during the 1937 
and 1939 sessions to oppose bills 
unfavorable to their business. 

In the matter of legislative 
funds the beauty shop operators 
and pawnbrokers joined a list 
which already included assessment 
insurance companies, burial socie- 
ties, funeral directors, life-insur- 
ance companies, painting and dec- 
orating contractors, school teach- 
ers, physicians interested in pub- 
lic health measures, firemen, engi- 
neers and architects and the va- 
rious groups interested in the per- 
sonal loan business. 

Godefroy said the bill affecting 
beauty parlors was one which 
would have permitted drug stores 
to sell certain products which only 
beauty shops are now licensed to 
use. 

“I Can Handle That Bill.” 

While it was pending, he said, 
an attorney, whom he declined to 
name, questioned him about the 
measure and finally said: “Well, 
I can handle that bill for you, but 
it will take some money.” 

No money was raised, Godefroy 
said, but the bill was defeated in 
the Legislature. There was an- 
other bill which would have estab- 
lished a State board of examiners 
for cosmetologists, hairdressers and 
manicurists. The associations of 
hairdressers and cosmetologists op- 
posed this also and it was defeat- 
ed. 

The pawnbrokers’ bill in this ses- 
sion of the Legislature, which 
failed to pass, would have en- 
abled them to charge 3 per cent a 
month instead of 2 per cent on 
loans under $100. 

In 1937 the bill affecting pawn- 
brokers would have required them 
to obtain the fingerprints of their 
customers—a step which they re- 
garded as sure to put them out of 
business. Jacob S. Gollub, owner 
of the Capitol Jewelry & Loan 
Co., 105 North Sixth street, and 
Harold Goodman, of the Goodman 
Loan Co,, 2701 Franklin avenue, 
said they had contributed to a fund 
solicited by a St. Louis pawn- 
broker and two from Kansas City 
to oppose the measure. It was 
defeated. 

The 1939 pawnbrokers’ bill would 
have required them to pay an an- 
nual fee of $500 for a State license. 
The Greater St. Louis Association 
of Pawnbrokers was formed, with 
Gollub as president, to oppose this 
measure, and the _ association 
raised a fund of $1625 for that 
purpose.

Three Days of Debate Planned. 


The measure was scheduled for 
committee introduction in the 
House today and administration 
leaders planned to take it to the 
floor Tuesday for three days of 
debate under a tight, special rule 
which would prohibit all but com- 
mittee-approved amendments.

A summary of the major provi- 
sions of the tax bill:

Excess profits would 
be computed before deductions for 
normal taxes are made, as at pres- 
ent, 

Corporations still would be al- 
lowed to measure excess profits 
by the average earnings or invest- 
ed capital methods. Under the

The Government charges John- 
son with evading payment ,of $39,- 
800 in taxes on an income of $199,- 
000 in the three years. It accused 
him of receiving $171,000 from the 
numbers syndicate and $28,000 in 
profits from construction of the 
Atlantic City Railroad Terminal. 
Johnson denied receiving the $28,- 
000 


First witness today was Bertram 
E. Whitman, Atlantic County Clerk 
and former chairman and former 
treasurer of the Atlantic County 
Republican Committee. Under 
cross-examination, Whitman  as- 
serted that as far as he was con- 
cerned, funds of the county com- 
mittee never were handled loosely. 

Whitman identified financial re- 
ports of the County Republican 
Committee and said that many of 
the expenditures went for coal and 
rént and doctor bills for needy 
persons. 

“In addition to the money the 
committee spent on needy people,” 
the defense attorney asked, “Mr. 
Johnson also spent money for sim- 
ilar purposes, didn’t he?” 

“Yes, plenty of it,” Whitman re- 
plied. “He was always spending 
money.”

three”—R. J. Reynolds, American 
and Liggett & Myers companies— 
were officers, directors or execu- 
tive committeemen of the associ- 
ation.

Sub-Holding Company of Electric 

Bond Share Suggests It May, 
Eventually, Liquidate. 

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 


American Power & Light Co., sub- 
holding company in the Electric 
Bond & Share system, asked the 


Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion to approve a plan under 
which it would reorganize with a 
single class of stock and discharge 
its $46,261,000 funded debt and 
might eventually liquidate. 

A new common stock would be 
issued to holders of the outstand- 
ing $5 and $6 preferred on a share 
for share basis, with an additional 
share of common for each $100 of 
arrearages on the preferred stocks. 
Participation of the present com- 
mon stockholders in the new com- 
mon stock would be determined on 
a “fair and equitable” basis.

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
Plans for a naval censorship of all 
outgoing cable communications 
have been prepared by the Navy 
Department, and Congress will be 
asked soon for legislation to make 
them effective. 

This was disclosed today with 
the publication of testimony by 


naval officials before a House 
appropriations subcommittee, 
asked the 


These officials ee 
tee to include in a supplemen 

defense appropriation the amount 
of $796,500 to finance establish- 
ment of offices of field censors, 
but the committee denied the re- 
quest pending enabling legislation. 


The testimony showed that such 
legislation was being prepared by 
the Attorney General's office and 
the program was said to have the 
approval of President Roosevelt. 


Asked about the censorship of- 
fice at a press conference today, 
Stephen Early, White House press 


secretary, said: 


“I can’t imagine that it is any 
more than a precautionary move 
to apply the censorship that the 
army and navy do and always use, 
plans for which they always have 
on hand, if and when certain even- 
tualities take place.” 


Rear Admiral Ben Moreell, 
Chief of Yards and Docks, testi- 
fied that “the unlimited emergency 
declared by the President will ne- 
cessitate the establishment by the 
Navy Department of offices for 
national cable censorship in some 
naval districts.”

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).—

a uniform agreement between de- 
fense agencies and the AFT, build- 


ing trades designed to stabilize 
employment and prevent strikes. 

The agreement, approved by the 
War and Navy departments and 
the defense housing co-ordination 
office, will cover al) building and 
construction work in the defense 
program. 

Officials said that-it would af- 
fect about 800,000 workers direct- 
ly and that indirectly a total of 
about 1,500,000 would be affected. 
They explained that many of the 
latter were working on housing 
projects in defense areas and were 
not hired directly by the Govern- 
ment. 

Roosevelt “Gratified.” 

At the White House, President 

Roosevelt was described as tre- 


mendously gratified at the agree- 
ment. 

The agreement provides that uni- 
form rates of overtime pay equiva- 
lent to time and one-half shall 
be paid for more than 40 hours’ 
work each week on single: shift 
jobs and for more than 37% hours 
where two or more shifts are em- 
ployed. : 

The AFL agreed that there would 
be no stoppage of work on ac- 
count of jurisdictional disputes 
“or for any other cause.” Under 
the agreement, all grievances and 
disputes would be settled by con- 
ciliation and arbitration. 

The agreement provides for a 
board made up of Government rep- 
resentativés with an AFL member

Van Arsdale added that the un- 
ton changed its stand after long 
conversations with the Electrical 
Contractors’ Association of New 
York, which said such a strike 
would tie up electrical construc- 
tion projects totaling millions of 
dollars and force hardships on con- 
tractors friendly to the union.

The cleanup has not approached 
anything resembling the 1934 purge 
and probably will not. Heinrich 
Himmler, Gestapo chief, is running 
the drive. Every care is being 
taken to preserve the Nazi official 
attitude that Hess is not a traitor, 
but is unbalanced. Since the ar- 
rest of all persons who knew Hess 
would quickly widen the trouble 
into schismatic proportions, the 
Gestapo has started arrests from 
the extreme outer circumference of 
Hess’ acquaintances and it is work- 
ing from the periphery toward the 
center, making as little disurbance 
as possible and avoiding all tend- 
ency to allow the arrest to be- 
come identified with Hess’ now 
resolutely buried name. 


The state police have now begun 
arresting members of a religious 
group known in Germany as the 
Threefold Christian Fellowship 
which Hess befriended and pro- 
tected from the Gestapo during its 
intensive anti-clerical period. 
Farmers who have been operating 
homesteads on agricultural - lines 
recommended by the sect, but an- 
tagonistic to the Reichswirtschaft, 
also are being rounded up. Fel- 
lowship members rigidly eschewed 
politics, but were devoted to 
spreading the teachings of Rudolf 
Steiner, mystical philosopher and 
agricultural experimenter, who 
died about 15 years ago. 


One of the chief Steiner leaders, 
Prince von Sachsen-Altenburg, has 
been sent to a concentration camp. 
Sachsen-Altenburg was the found- 
er of a school for defective chil- 
dren at Paderborn, near Hamborn 
in Westphalia, where Steiner's 
methods of therapy were applied 
successfully. All the ministers in 
the fellowship, which had its Ger- 
man seat in Stuttgart, have been 
arrested. Of the eight who are 
definitely known to be in concen- 
tration camps, five are from Stutt- 
gart. In each community where 
a farmer is known to-be openly 
practicing Steiner principles, his 
land has been blocked up. 


While himself apparently not a 
member of the Christian Fellow- 
ship, which has international head- 
quarters at Dornach near Basel, 
Switzerland, Hess believed its 
teachings of modern mysticism 
were politically harmless to the 
Nazi state. Although Hess was 
unable to prevent the Nazis from 
closing the Stuttgart headquarters 
several years ago, he succeeded in 
fending off the leaders’ arrests 
Hess insisted that their religious 
divergencies could be tolerated be- 
cause their aim was to preserve 
German soil from being exhausted 
by wasteful methods of large-scale 
farming such as created the Amer- 
ican “dust bowl.”

ciples have been widely adopted by 
persons of other faiths, is known 
as biodynamic farming. Biody- 
namic farms are numerous in «#Iin- 
land, Denrhark, Sweden, France 
and Germay; some are found in 
England and Italy, and a few in 
the United States. Biodynamicists 
believe that farms should be small 
and restricted to the family pat- 
tern of consumable crops rather 
than single, heavy cash crops cre- 
ating unmanageable surpluses. 

Biodynamicists consider chemi- 
cal fertilizers dangerous, alleging 
that they will kill valuable living 
micro-organisms within the soil, 
rendering it temporarily subder-pro- 
ductive, but eventually barren. 
Their Northern European farms 
all have cattle in proportion ‘to 
the number of acres and depend 
completely on animal fertilizer 
which is assiduously prepared. 

Biodynamicists also preach the 
necessity of a national pattern- for 
farm ownership as best for soil 
protection and oppose tenancy and 
corporative farming, which they 
consider irresponsible so far as 
soil protection is concerned. 


Big German chemical corpora- 
tions closely identified with the 
Nazi party long have resented the 
biodynamicists’ criticism of their 
chemical fertilizers and have been 
waiting for an opening to squelch 
the movement, which is discourag- 
ing the sale of their products. The 
Reich agricultural ministry, ini- 
tially friendly toward biodynami- 
cists, changed its mind when it 
became apparent that they were 
enemies by principle of gigantic 
exploitation schemes like the Nazi 
farm and factory plan for the Bal- 
kans. : 

The Hess flight removes from 
the inner Nazi circle the only 
person who protected the biody- 
namicists. But -especially since 
the “new order” began its first 
painful steps in Southeastern Eu- 
rope it became necessary for the 
Nazis to halt the spread of prin- 
ciples which, by reducing export 
surpluses, would wreck the entire 
elaborate barter scheme originat- 
ed by former Economic Minister 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. 

The principal biodynamicist in 
the United States is Dr.. Ehren- 
fried Pfeiffer of Philadelphia, who 
is backing the farm school being 
established in Pennsylvania. The 
best known advocate in the Mid- 
west is Mgr. Luigi Ligutti, Cath- 
olic priest, of Granger, Ia., founder 
of the governmental homestead 
community.

20-Year Fight 
Over War Claim. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP). 
20-YEAR-OLD case involving 
A an alleged international fraud 
was written off the books yes- 
terday when the United States ac- 
cepted a check for $2,020,769 from 
the Swiss Bank Corporation. 

The story goes back to the 
World War, when _ stock of the 
American Metal Co., later held by 
a court to be owned by two Ger- 
man corporations, was seized by 
the Alien Property Custodian, The 
corporations were the Metallbank 
and the Metaligeselischaft, of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main. 


In 1921 the Swiss Bank Corpora- 
tion and the Societe Suisse pre- 
vailed on Harry M. Daugherty, 
then Attorney General, and 
Thomas W. Miller, then Alien 
Property Custodian, to pay a claim 
of $6,967,987 based on proceeds 
from the stock. Daugherty and 
Miller were indicted for consipr- 
acy to defraud the United States. 
The case against Daugherty 
eventually was dismissed but Mil, 
ler was convicted. 


The Societe Suisse sued in 1930 
for $700,000 interest alleged to be 
owing on the claim which had been 
paid. The United States filed a 
counter suit for both the full 
amount of the claim and interest. 

The case, tried in 1937, brought 
a judgment of $14,000,000 for the 
United States after the court held 
that the two German corporations, 
not the Swiss company, were the 
owners of the seized securities. 


The Societe Suisse had no as- 
sets in this country,. so -Tustice 
Department lawyers filed suit in 
Switzerland in 1939. About that 
time the Swiss Bank Corporation 
opened an agency in New York 
and the Justice Department then 
filed a suit against the corpora- 
tion on the ground that it was 
jointly liable with the Societe, 


Yesterday’s settlement is the 
conclusion. of that litigation. Jus- 
tice officials said the amount paid 
represented 20 per cent of the 
original claim with interest at 2% 
per cent since 1921.

‘sede Gen. Hershey 
as Draft Head.

| RTHUR KROCK wrote a col- 
A umn recently about the hope 
of some Nth New Dealers to 
supersede Gen. Lewis Hershey as 
Director of Selective Service—the 
draft to you. 
I was a little chagrined because 
I was all wound up to do that my- 
self and I don’t like to be copy-cat. 
But since it happens to be my spe- 
cialty and certainly is a matter 
of national interest invading ‘many 
homes and having other angles, I 
think I shall take a crack at it 
anyway. 

As a matter of fact, Gen. Her- 
shey is not now and never had 
been director—only “acting” direc- 
tor. Dr. Clarence Dykstra, presi- 
dent of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, was the only director appoint- 
ed. That appointment was partly 
Nth New Deal monkey business 
too. The obvious appointment was 
Maj. Gen. Allen Gullion, Judge Ad- 
vocate General, with Hershey as 
deputy. It was obvious because 
Gullion had been a key-man in the 
first draft and knew the problem 
fore and aft, and because all prece- 
dent pointed to a quasi-judicial di- 
rector with enough military knowl- 
edge to act as a balance between 
the military and civil requirements 
of the problem. 


Dykstra Picks Hershey. 


For this reason, in the highly 
successful draft of the first World 
War, Judge Advocate General 
Enoch H. Crowder was also head 
of the draft. Avoidance of an all- 
out military man and the military 
type of control was indicated by 
the failure of the Civil War draft. 

But the New Dealers wanted a 
finger in that pie. They wouldn't 
stand for Gullion. They thought 
Dr. Dykstra was in their camp. So 
he became director. Hershey, then 
a Colonel, had no actual experi- 
ence in the draft but had so soaked 
himself in study of the World War 
draft that he knew and believed 
in its principles, as well and re- 
ligiously as Gullion. Dr. Dykstra 
made him assistant. 

It all turned out perfectly. Dr. 
Dykstra at once perceived that 
the plans were as carefully and 
correctly prepared as was possible 
and that Hershey was ideally suit- 
ed to carry them out. So he wise- 
ly and unselfishly delegated all his 
authority to Hershey and has him- 
self been little more than a name 
in the organization, having been 
almost continuously absent. 

In the meantime, the draft has 
been the best executed of all the 
defense efforts. It was in no sense 
experimental and no socializing 
theories have been given a place 
in its administration. The process 
has been entirely democratic, the 
blunders and failures are few, and 
the country has complete confi- 
dence in its administration. It does 
great credit to Gen. Hershey, just 
as giving him the opportunity to 
do the job does great credit to the 
wisdom and patriotic unselfishness 
of Dr. Dykstra. 


Cares Nothing for Fuss. 


But if ever a man deserved cred- 
it and official recognition of his 
fine work for the country by pro- 
motion and appointment as actual 
director of his own work, that man 
is Lewis Hershey. He is not a 
particularly ambitious man and 
cares nothing for fuss, feathers 
and military title. He would doubt- 
less be entirely satisfied to let 
the situation rock along as it is 
in his position as “acting” direc- 
tor. No harm would follow if that 
were done. 

But if, as some observers sus- 
pect, an inexperienced civilian of 
ultra-Nth New Deal type of social 
experimenter were brought in to 
take Dr. Dykstra’s place and began 
theoretical meddling with an op- 
eration that is being well done, it

N a strange and unorthodox

V’s and whether they mean Vic- 
tory for Germany or England— 
the world is learning a little of 
the techniques of. civil resistance 
and the problems of Nazi propa- 
ganda as they are developing to- 
day. 


Could one for a moment forget 
the grimmer realities of war and 
suffering, there would be certain 
Gilbert and. Sullivan aspects to the 
whole performance. England has 
suddenly discovered through the 
medium of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, for example, that 
Beethoven apparently had all these 
things in mind when he wrote the 
opening bars of his Fifth Sym- 
phony; that one can applaud or 
even laugh in Morse code rhythm; 
that the mystic sign can be con- 
veyed by all manner of tapping 
or movements, and it has urged 
the continent to adopt them sol- 
idly. 


Nazis Take “V” Over. 


Apparently the idea made suffi- 
cient headway that the Nazis felt 
compelled to counteract it, and on 
the propaganda theory, at least, 
that if you can’t beat ’em join ‘em, 
took over the “V” for their own. 
It means, they said, “Viktoria,” al- 
though one must get a good-sized 
dictionary to find this word. The 
generally used German expression 
is “sieg.” 

With German thoroughness, this 
has now been done. The Frank- 
furter Zeitung reported that giant 
orange V’s have appeared on white 
flags in Holland; that they show 
on pins and on the autos of offi- 
cials; that they may be seen in 
the newspapers and in the movies 
and heard on the radio. Belgium 
has a novelty, a locomotive tender 
with the new symbol, In one city, 
a hotel, a street, a cafe and a 
theater have been renamed Vik- 
toria. The V has been introduced 
into Norway and Poland, and a 
huge one now decorates the Eifel 
Tower in Paris. 

“And this,” the Frankfurter 
Zeitung says in its article from 
Berlin, “is only the beginning.” 


The Frankfurter Zeitung further 
assured its readers that all of Eu- 
rcpe now was united behind the 
German campaign against Russia 
and that any effort of the English 
to adopt the V as their victory 
symbol—and the German word was 
“siegenszeichen”—was doomed to 
shipwreck on this rock of conti- 
nental solidarity. 


Strangling Ring of Hatred. 


In itself, the campaign would 
not be important on either side 
except as indication of how far 
from balance the world has de- 
parted, but it tells volumes about 
the disarmed, otherwise helpless 
peoples of Europe, who daily are 
forging a strangling and suffo- 
cating rin; of hatred and non- 
co-operation around the Reich. 


“No one can stand that much 
hatred,” a little waitress once 
explained quietly and with convic- 
tion. She was one of the 1,500,000 
laborers who have been imported 
from the occupied territories into 
the Reich. 

The story of this encircling ring 
ie not well known. It can never 
be completely known until the 
war is past. But day after day, 
often at great personal sacrifice 


and danger, the spirit of resistance 
is maintained. It wanes, often al- 
most disapperrs in hopelessness, 
with each new crushing success 
of Hitler’s armies, and then flares 
up again whenever there are pros- 
pects of new opponents or new 
hindrances for the Reich. It is 
feeding currently on the apparent 
failure of the Germans to make 
the her ay they had expected 
against the Russians and on the 
increasingly positive American 
actions. 


Some Active Resistance. - 


Sometimes it takes the form of 
more active resistance, of wire- 


cutting, destruction of supplies, 
even sniping. Wholesale execu- 
tions i.. Serbia, arrests of hostages 
in ‘Holland and Belgium, and tre- 
mendous fines for municipalities 
in Holland and Norway have been 
ir-posed for such occurrences. 
German-language newspapers in 
these regions sometimes have an- 
nounced the penalties themselves. 


More. often and almost more 
devastating to the Nazi prestige 
are the hundreds of ways in 
which the citizens of the occupied 
territories, nicluding former Aus- 
tria, make their sympathies and 
feelings known without actually 
violating ordinances which the 
Germans have imposed. One 
feels it in the atmosphere of & 
place like Prague or Posen. One 
gets at least negative glimpses of 
it in the ineffective rage of the 
controlled press, which scolds its 
readers like children for their ac 
tions, 


Metal coins disappeared from 
circulation in Belgium as soon as 
the Germans showed some. indica- 
tion of preparing an exchange; 
white salt was bought out over- 
night on the heels of a fantastic 
rumor that the Germans were to 
introduce a colored variety; in 
Brussels one day during the worst 
of the hunger problems last 
spring, there was not a piece of 
white bread to be purchased for 
the bakers had baked their entire 
allotment of flour into cakes, In 
a little Bohemian community an 
agent-provocateur was beaten to 
death by the villagers, who naive- 
ly explained to the enraged Ger- 
man police that the man had “in- 
sulted our Fuehrer.” 


Patriotic Laundry. 
There were reports that laundry 
appeared on Dutch clothes lines— 


sheets and long underwear and 


other items, in the national col- 
ors, when their display was other- 
wise forbidden. Czechs paint the 
single word “reserved” on the 
light posts, and to any Czech who 
sees it it means reserved for a 
hanging. The Viennese not long 
ago got so unruly that Baldur von 
Schirach, gauleiter for Austria, 
found it necessary to give them 
a public warning in the bluntest 
terms. 


The list. could be prolonged in- 
definitely. These are merely ex- 
amples interesting enough in 
themselves but far more impor- 
tant as indications that millions 
of Europe’s peoples are still un- 
convinced members of the “new 
order.” The Germans often are 
frankly and honestly puzzled at 
their inabiilty to convert the na- 
tions that they have “liberated” 
or “protected.” They have made 
strenuous propaganda efforts, of 
which the “V” is but an elemen- 


tary sample.

Even the little match 
and lowly cigarette “snipe” fall before 
our blitz-like methods. 

We can lay our equipment on our 
bunks with the exactness so stressed in 
our handbook. The towel, the socks, the 
soap, the mess kit—each laid to perfec- 
tion, so even the closest scrutiny will 
not reveal variation. 

We have used the greater part of our 
time for subjects which have no mili- 
tary value whatsoever. 

We are building a remarkable air force 
and a fine navy. Then why is it so im- 
possible to modernize our army to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the other two? 

If this cannot be done, then the young 
men of this country are receiving a ter- 
rible letdown from those into whose hands 
they intrusted their lives and safety.

If Wheeler and Clark Had Won. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

HEELER, Nye, Clark, etc., appar- 

ently have fought almost every meas- 
ure for preparedness that has been en- 
acted. I, for one, feel very thankful that 
a better prepared Britain stands between 
us and Germany. I’m glad we lease-

than help lay the cornerstone for the new wing 
of the Norwegian legation. He set on paper the 
first lines of a rough sketch of a future that holds 
some promise of a better world. He was the first 
statesman, British. or American, to put on the draw- 
ing board a “V” that looks toward victory at the 
peace table as well as victory on the battlefield. 

His approach was partly negative, to be sure. But 
there is a gain in the mere willingness to call a 
spade a spade in discussing the failures of the 
dreams of 22 years ago. Mr. Welles said that the 
failure of the League of Nations was due not only 
to America’s shirking of responsibilities toward 
it, but also to the selfishness of governments that 
used it as “a means of maintaining the status quo” 
and denying equal economic opportunities to the 
people of the defeated nations. 

Here he meant the British and French govern- 
ments, which short-circuited justice in the early 
post-war years and lost their chance to allay the 
poverty, fear and rancor that were later to give 
Hitler his foothold among the Germans. 

Mr. Welles seems to see these failures clearly, 
and that is at least a point of departure in contem- 
plating a new world organization. If he did not 
produce any real blueprint of the future, he did 
sound a note of justice and charity which any work- 
able plans must have as their foundation. This is 
the note which is needed to inspire peoples who are 
fighting bravely but need more than a mere desire 
for survival to sustain them. 

And that is the only note which can weaken the 
war resolution of the German people. For the Ger- 
mans cannot be divorced from Hitler unless they 
are convinced that defeat will not mean the extinc- 
tion of Germany as a nation. 

Yet, hopeful as Mr. Welles’ beginning may be, it 
is only a beginning. It must be followed by deeper 
and more precise thinking. : 

The Chicago that rose from the ashes of the 
great fire of 1871 is not the Chicago that would 
be erected on the ruins of a fire of 1941. No more 
can the blueprints of the world we tried to build 
on the rubble of the last World War be accepted, 
with mere refinements of detail, as the plans for the 
world we want to see emerge from this one. 

Mr. Welles has made only a few pencil scratche 
on the sketching paper. It remains for him and 
Mr. Hull and Mr. Roosevelt to draw, in so far as 
they can, a picture fairly complete in its outlines— 
a picture that lives, and is pregnant with vision 
and imagination. 

What is more, vision alone will not carry the 
day, unless it is backed by strength and determina- 
tion. Woodrow Wilson had his ideals at Versailles, 
but they were riddled by cynical and vengeful Allied 
statesmen. At the close of this war, if it ends with 
Germany prostrate, President Roosevelt may have 
to battle at the peace table with the heads of a dozen 
refugee governments. These leaders may be think- 
ing in terms of territorial rewards and strategic 
frontiers and avenging themselves for all their 
peoples have suffered at the hands of the Germans. 

Mr. Roosevelt may even have to urge a just peace 
on Winston Churchill, into whose latest speeches 
has crept a note of rising bitterness, understandable 
after what his people have suffered, but still a dead- 
ly poison to hopes for lasting reconstruction. 

Finally, dreams of a better world will not be 
achieved unless the American people keep their emo- 
tional balance. If we become a nation of haters, 
the peace we make will be conceived in hatred and 
will last no longer than the time it takes to rear

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MR. WILLKIE SCORES A VITAL POINT. 

President Roosevelt cannot say that his opponent 
in the last election has not given him fullest support 
for his foreign policy. Wendell. Willkie has been 
for the draft, for the destroyer exchange, for the 
Lease-Lend Act, for the occupation of Iceland, for 
the extension of military service beyond the 12-month 
training period. So now, when Mr. Willkie tells 19,000 
people in the Hollywood Bowl that “Washington is 
in confusion,” and “our defense program is in dan- 
ger,” he speaks as a friendly critic who is agreed in 
the main particulars. , 

It is now a month since Senator Brewster of Maine 
said that “the biggest bottleneck in our prepared- 
ness effort is on the President's desk.” It is a 
month since Washington began to hear reports that 
Mr. Roosevelt, at last concerned about the critical 
situation produced by red tape, shortages, strikes, 
lack of co-ordination and need for a master plan, was 
moving toward the selection of a general chairman 
for the defense program. Yet nothing has been 
done, although the national emergency now is offi- 
cially described as too grave to discuss in detail. 

Mr. Willkie’s excellent address in California is a 
memo which belongs on the top of that overloaded 
desk at the White House. 
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ANOTHER INDORSEMENT OF THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

The long list of organizations indorsing the civil 
service amendment to the City Charter, on which 
St. Louisans will vote Sept. 16, is increased by a vote 
of approval from the Chamber of Commerce board 
of directors, acting on the recommendations of the 
chamber’s Civic Development Committee. 

The Chamber of Commerce is an organization of 
business men, who as a group habitually look more 
toward practical results than to theory. Its indorse- 
ment of the amendment is therefore a testimonial 
to the appeal of this reform as a sound business 
move on the part of the city. Certainly the econ- 
omy and the added efficiency that will result from 
a merit system at the City Hall, as the experience 
of other cities has proved, constitute a strong argu- 
ment for adoption of the reform. 

The Chamber of Commerce indorsement should 
be of much assistance in the campaign to be launched 
soon for adoption of the amendment.

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JAPAN PICKS AN EASY VICTIM. 

For months, people have been wondering when 
Japan would move, and in what direction. Now 
Tokyo gives the answer. Not Singapore, which is 
a powerful naval base and has a strong garrison. 
Not the Dutch East Indies, where a formidable fleet 
lies waiting. Not Siberia, for the Russian Far East 
Army is a potent force. None of these, but poor old 
French Indo-China, already weakened by previous 
Japanese aggression, by internal feuds stimulated 
by Japan, by a complacent Government under Vichy’s 
thumb. Indo-China is a pushover, and the Axis rule, 
Always pick on the little fellow first, is followed 
to perfection in Japan’s new move. 
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SUCCESSOR TO THE DREADNOUGHT. 

As details emerge from that epic fight last May 
between the powerful super-battleship Bismarck and 
the heavy concentration of British sea and air 
forces, it appears that the Germans built’ a ship 
which will have as marked an effect on the ad- 
miralties of the world as did the famous British 
Dreadnought, commissioned in 1906. It was the world’s 
first all-big-gun ship, a fighting craft so powerful 
and so revolutionary in design that it made all other 
battleships obsolete and caused consternation in 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s admiralty.

It was Bolivar who was the guiding hand 
in the Venezuelan Declaration of Independ- 
ence in 1811, and until his death in 1830, he 
was the one who instigated and promoted 
the revolutionaries. Although his army 
was never a very large one, for two dec- 
ades, he led it to giorious victories, shatter- 
ing defeats and bitter disillusionment. Al- 
ways, he had to fight against terrific odds. 

Never was he daunted in defeat. Gen. 
Daniel F. O’Leary, his. personal aid-de-camp 
and first biographer, wrote: “Always great, 
he was greatest in adversity. His enemies 
had a saying that ‘when vanquished, Bolivar 
is more terrible than when he conquers.’” 

Bolivar’s famous Jamaica letter was writ- 
ten in 1815 while he was in exile and his 
fortune was gone. In that letter, he pre- 
sented his dream of a future America in 
which both continents would form a dual 
American “union league and perpetual con- 
federation,” to insure permanent independ- 
ence and arbitrate all disputes. 

Little did Bolivar realize that it would 
take a century for this plan to be accepted 
by the nations. 

But Bolivar, like so many crusaders, never 
gave up. His dream came nearest realiza- 
tion during his lifetime in 1824, when the 
Republic of Colombia, which he headed, 
was a confederation of six states he had 
freed from Spain. Then he was in a posi- 
tion to make overtures to the United States 
and to start to carry out his plans.

IGH officials of Venezuela as well as 
Hix United States are expected in Bol- 

ivar, Mo., on a day in early autumn, to 
be decided later, when a life-size equestrian 
monument to Simon Bolivar is to be pre- 
sented the town as a gesture of good will by 
the Venezuelan Government. 

The Polk County town was designated for 
the honor because, with a population of 
2634, it is the largest of the eight Bolivars 
in the United States. Closest rival is Bol- 
ivar, N. Y., wealthy oil town with a popula- 
tion of 1725. Bolivar, Tenn., for which Bol- 
ivar, Mo., was named, is third, with a pop- 
ulation of 1237. . 

John M. C. Crane, Venezuelan resident of 
New York, is credited with being the in- 
stigator of the movement to give the 
statue to Bolivar. He is a biographer 
and authority on Simon Bolivar. The mon- 
ument will be a replica of the one which 
Venezuela presented New York in 1921 and 
which now stands in Central Park. 

This is not the first time that Venezuela 
has honored the Missouri town, because a 
portrait of Bolivar, which was presented the 
city in February, 1918, now hangs in the 
public library there.

Simon Bolivar, soldier as well as a great 
statesman, the 158th anniversary of whose 
birth is July 24, devoted his life to freeing 
the South American colonies from the bur- 
den of Spanish monarchy. -He led revo- 
lutions which brought about independence 
from Spain of the states now known as 
Venezuela, Colombia, Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador 
and Panama. 

His single aim in life was to liberate the 
South American states from monarchism 
and to unite them with North America to 
form a perfect bulwark of republicanism. 

.Though Bolivar never lived to see his 
dream of Pan-American unity realized, he 
sowed the seeds and he emerged from more 
than 200 battles with a broad plan for a 
league to insure inter-American good will. 

Bolivar has been. widely regarded as the 
George Washington of the Latin Americas, 
and in the last few years, particularly since 
the European war, the policies he advocated 
have been adopted. 

Bolivar was born of an aristocratic Span- 
ish-Creole family, in 1783. According to 
aristocratic custom he was sent to Europe 
to complete his education. He spent a great 
deal of his time studying law in Madrid, 
but when he visited France in 1801, he was 
impressed by the new Republic. 

In 1802, he met and marrieé a 17-year-old 
Spanish girl of noble birth. .He returned 
to South America to manage the big estates 
to which he had fallen heir. Home only a 
few months, his wife became ill and died. 
The importance of that event in shaping 
his life can be seen in this statement he 
made in later years: 

“I loved my wife much and, at her death, 
I took an oath never more to marry... . . 
If my wife had not died, I would not have 
made my second trip to Europe. The death

But even Bolivar, with all the ground- 
work he had laid, and the diplomatic con- 
ferences he had held, failed to win the ap- 
proval of the United States and his plan 
collapsed. And 80 years later, it was Pres- 
ident Roosevelt who personally engineered 
the Panama Canal. 

Following the bursting of this bubble, Bol- 
ivar seemed to lose ground. Civil war start- 
ed when the component nations of the Co- 
lombian Republic saw that the United States 
did not approve of Bolivar’s scheme. Peru 
marched against sri y and Colombia split 
into three hostile states. 

Venezuela declared itself a separate state 
and Gen. Jose A. Paez set himself up as 
dictator. When Bolivar visited Caracas, he 
was banished from his native state and at- 
tempts were made to assassinate him. 

Finally, in 1830, with his health broken 
and his fortune spent in the cause of his 
futile dream, Bolivar went to the planta- 
tion of a friend in the port Santa Marta, 
on the Caribbean coast of Colombia. 

“I have plowed in the sea,” he ‘told a group 
of faithful friends around his deathbed. 

Thus ended the career of a great dream- 
er, diplomat and statesman, and now, after 
more than 100 years, the dream that was 
considered so impractical in coming true.

WILLIAM GUGGENHEIM LEFT 
MAYBE $20,000, LAWYER SAYS 


Asserts Estate, Bequeathed to 
Show Girls, Was Worth Million 
When Will Was Drawn.

The News 
quoted Aul as saying that as far 
as was known, Guggenheim left no 
insurance, annuities or real estate

CHICAGO, July 2% (AP).—The 
historic journey of 18,000 pioneer 
Mormons from the banks of the 
Mississippi to Utah 94 years ago 


| was commemodated here today. 


Descendants of the original band 
driven out of Nauvoo, Ill, in 1846 
joined with members of the 
Daughters of the Utah Pioneers 
in the observance. Participants 


. "| wore the costuthes of the forties. 


Patriotic exercises, games, old- 
time square dances, and speeches 
were on the program. The gather- 
ing sang the songs of the pioneers, 
among them the famous “Come, 
Come, Ye Saints,” written by Wil- 
liam Clayton at the direction of 
Brigham Young to cheer the weary 
travelers on the long march. 

A collection of Mormon relics 
said to be the most extensive in 
the nation, except that at Salt. 
Lake City, was exhibited. In the 
collection: were spinning wheels, 
churns, calf hide covered chests, 
muskets, powder horns, bowie 
knives, lanters and candle molds. 

All the four wards and branches 
of the Chicago stake of the Church 
of Latter Day: Saints participated 
in the celebration in Humboldt 
Park. : 

In front of the Logan Square 
chapel was exhibited a section of 
a fandcart train such as were 
used in carrying belongings across 
the plains and mountains. 

Joseph Smith, prophet of the 
Mormon and his followers came 
to Nauvoo May 10, 1839. The Mor- 
mons abandoned “the place beau- 
tiful” in 1846 after a mob had 
put to deata Smith and his brother 
Hyrum. On July 24, i847, after 
a journey marked by hardship and 
privation, the band reached the 
shores of Salt Lake.

Advisory Body Appointed by May- 
or; $4,150,000 in Projects 
Contemplated. 

An advisory committee headed 
by President Charles E. Ellaby of

Rear Admiral Ross T. McIntire 
Told House Group of Labora- 
tory Work. 
WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP).— 
A method believed by medical au- 
thorities to provide immunization 
against influenza has been devel- 
oped within the last .gix months. 
Rear Admiral Ross T. McIntire, 
surgeon general of the navy, told 
a House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee of the development in testi- 

mony published today. . 

“I am glad to say that, during the 
past six months,” McIntire told the 
committee, “one of the laboratory 
units under Dr. Albert Paul 
Kruger, professor of medi- 
cine at the University of Cali- 
fornia, has found what we be- 
lieve is a method of immunization 
against influenza, At the present 
moment, they are carrying out ex- 
perimental work with it.” 

In response to an inquiry wheth- 
er it seemed “promising,” McIntire 
replied: “Yes, sir; that looks aw- 
fully good, " He testified that the 
navy was immunizing its entire 
personnel against yellow fever and 
tetanus. ‘

U.S. FOR $3,000,000 


To Indicate Need for 4 New 
Schools for Children of 
Defense Workers. 


Application of the Board of Ea- 
ucation for a $3,000,000 grant from 


‘tthe United States Government to 


finance erection of four new 
schools, in residential areas of de- 
fense plant workers, is being pre- 


| pared by the board’s attorney, Em- 


met T. Carter, for approval of 


the board at a special meeting 


next week. 
The move to seek Government 


jfunds for the erection of the new 


buildings resulted from a discus- 
sion following a special meeting 
of the board yesterday, when sale 
of two pieces of school property to 
the Government for expansion of 
the small arms ammunition plant 
in Nor‘-w::t St. Louis was ap- 
proved. 

Members of the board expressed 
the opinion the public schools were 
entitled to funds under the Lan- 
ham Act, recently passed by Con- 
gress, which provides an appropria- 
tion of $150,000,000 for use in de- 
fense areas Where improved com- 
munity facilities are needed. 

It was pointed out that the in- 
flux of army officers and defense 
workers into the city would neces- 
sitate more schools in order to ac- 
commodate their families. Build- 
ing Commissioner Joseph P. Sulli- 
van said about $2,000,000 would be 
needed for a new school in north- 
west St. Louis and $1,000,000 for 
changing the Busch and Notting- 
ham portables, in southwest St. 
Louis, to brick buildings, and the 
erection of a school on the site 
of the present greenhouse prop- 
erty, Field and Robert avenues, Ca- 
rondelet. 

The question of raising the pres- 
ent school tax rate, now at 85 cents 
on the $100 valuation, to $1, the 
constitutional limit, was brought 
up but no action was taken. In- 
creases in school tax above 60 
cents must be authorized by the 
voters every four years. The next 
tax election will be next year.

About 1000 adults, mainly scout- 
masters and parents of scouts, 
were co-operating in the collection, 
driving along with small groups 
of the uniformed youths. Con-

Corn perhaps is one of the most 
truly American foods that we 
know. According to legend the 
Indians taught the Pilgram fathers 
its use during the first year in 
the new country. The Jamestown 
colony was saved from starvation 
by the corn which John Smith 
traded from the Indians and doubt- 
less the preparation of homin 
grits, the hasty pudding and sent 
ing ears which we still enjoy today 
was shown to Puritan housewives 
by friendly squaws. 

The roasting ear season is a 
short one and if your family en- 
joys corn on the cob, especially 
the golden variety, it is best to 
serve as much as they will take.

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BUYING MEAT FOR TWO 
NO BUDGET PROBLEM 


Tasty and Economical Cuts 
Possible for Small 
Family. 


Twosome families are not lim- 
ited to the happy June bride and 
her groom. There are numberless 
other families of two, often com- 
posed of a busy business man and 
his equally busy wife, or the fam- 
ily whose children have grown up 
and left the family home with 
only mother and father to grace 
the table. 

To these families the problem is 
the same, to buy efficiently in 
small quantities and produce a 
meal that is both attractive and 
within the budget. Meat is usual- 
ly the problem because many of 
the small individual cuts come 
from the more demanded and 
therefor more expensive, chops and 
steaks. Roasts for two people are 
most elusive of all, because a small 
cut does not roast as well as a 
larger one. A good suggestion is 
to reserve your taste for roast 
for the day when you have com- 
pany, then roast a five or six 
pound roast of beef or lamb. With 
such a company roast there will 
be left over only enough for one 
or two meals. 


Economy Cuts. 


Buying of meat need not be lim- 
ited to the expensive cuts. There 
are many good economy cuts 
which will fit into the budget for 
two. Many delicious and easy 
dishes can be prepared from these. 

Where the budget is not lim- 
ited it may include rib roasts, por- 
terhouse and club. steaks, filet 
mignon cut one to two inches 
thick, and sirloin steaks. In the 
interests of economy and on a 
moderate budget the roasts may 
include sirloin butt of three or 
four pounds, or rolled rump of 
four or five pounds. 

On the careful budget the roast 
possibilities are many. There is 
the rolled plate of beef for pot 
roasts which should run four to 
five pounds, chuck of rib, two 
ribs; round bone pot roast, three 


to four pounds; heel of round pot

Steaks on the moderate budget 
include pinbone sirloin, rib steaks, 
one each cut one inch thick, cube 
steaks, one each. On the careful) 
budget for two people it is pos- 
sible to buy country steak, which 
is round cut very thin, allowing 
three-fourths pound for two: bot- 
tom round for Swiss steak; chuck 
steak for braising, buy one pound; 
arm steaks for braising, buy one 
pound. 

Flank steaks fit into the mod- 
erate budget with one weighing 
one and one-half pounds allowed 
for two persons. On the careful 
budget, one beef heart will serve 
four to five persons. Ground beef, 
allowing three-fourths pound for 
two, beef plate, one pound; or 
beef shank of three pounds are pos- 
sible with a. limited budget.

Swiss Steak With Mushroom Gravy

Cut meat in cubes, dredge in 
flour and brown slowly and thor- 
oughly in one tablespoon lard or 
other shortening. Add two cups 
water and seasonings and simmer 
very slowly for one and one-half 
hours. Add diced carrots, whole 
onions and celery, and continue 
cooking for another 30 minutes, 
Put into two individual casseroles 
and make a frill of soft mashed 
potatoes around the edge and 
place in oven long enough to 
brown.

President Edward A, O’Neal of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation today called it “a widespread 
farm labor shortage” in the Mid- 
west, the East and South and the 
Far West, especially in the agri- 
cultural areas adjacent to large in- 
dustrial centers. 

Dairymen in the milk sheds of 
Chicago, New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh and Detroit 
are having a particularly hard time 
of it, he said, because they can’t 
afford to meet the competition for 
labor offered by defense industry 
wages of $5 to $10 a day. 

Compared with such scales, the 
average monthly farm wage in IIli- 
nois, for example, is $42 with board, 
$52 without, and day rates are $2.50 
with board, $2.75 to $3 without, for 
a long farm day of 10 hours or 
more against the factory’s eight 
hours or less. 

Defense factories and Govern- 
ment munitions plants in the Mid- 
west and the East, shipbuilding 
plants along the Gulf Coast and 
shipbuilding and aviation plants of 
the West have drawn young men 
from the farms, O’Neal continued, 
making the situation acute in some 
sections at harvest time. 

Selective service, he said, has 
contributed, too, to the farmer’s 
labor troubles beceuse “the farm is 
a family project, and when a mem- 
ber of the family is taken by the 
draft there is just that much labor 
lost.” 

National draft officials have left 
the matter of deferring needed 
farm youths largely up to local 
boards, he said, 


FCC TO SHIFT 300 KILOCYCLES 
FROM RADIO ‘HAMS’ TO ARMY 


Frequencies of 3650 to 3950 to Be 
Used in Training Military 
Pilots, 
WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
Radio’s amateurs will lose 300 kilo- 
cycles in one of the bands allocated 
to them, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission announced . to- 

day. 

The frequencies in which ama- 
teur operation will give way to 
the military are 3650 to 3950 kilo- 
cycles. To cause the least inter- 
ference, the commission said the 
frequencies will not be immediate- 
ly withdrawn, but will be trans- 
ferred by degrees between Septem- 
ber and next March. 

The commission said the fre- 
quencies were needed to train 
thousands of military pilots. 

The commission also said it in- 
tended to rearrange the frequen- 
cy allocations so as to make addi- 
tional frequencies available to 
amateurs.

“VEGETABLES IN. SALAD 


Summertime is salad time, but 
there always is the need for de- 
ciding what vegetables to choose 
and what combinations of them to 
feature. It is important to re- 


member that all raw vegetables in 
salads are difficult for some people 
to digest, and it is well to include 
some cooked ones along with the 
raw ones. In that case if only 
cooked foods should be eaten, they 
are present, too. ; 

Canned foods are cooked foods 
and ever so convenient to use in 
making summer salads. Keep sev- 
eral different kinds of them in the 
refrigerator in order to-make the 
salad making easy. There is a 
wide variety and style of pack of 
canned vegetables. 

It is a good idea to keep some 
mixed canned vegetables especially 
designed for salads on hand as 
well as others such as asparagus, 
beets, carrots, artichoke hearts, 
artichoke hearts in oil, peas, celery 
hearts, white potatoes end green, 
wax and lima beans. 

An easy way to marinate canned 
vegetables is to drain the liquid 
from the can (and be sure to save 
it to use in sauces or add to tamato 
juice) and then pour the French 
dressing over the vegetables in 
the can. Set the can back in the 
refrigerator to chill an hour or so 
and then use in the salad. Mari- 
nating vegetables allows the season- 
ings in the dressing to blend with 
the vegetables. 

Some of the raw vegetables that 


might be combined with the 
canned ones include various kinds 
of salad greens, cucumbers, rad- 
ishes, green pepper and tomatoes. 

Remember, too, that salads need 
not be stirred.. Many times the 
plate is more attractive and ap- 
petizing if the different vegetables 
are arranged in mounds on the 
salad greens.

necessary for the conduct of war. 
Many important imports also come 
from the British Empire, though 
those undoubtedly have fallen off 
since the beginning of the Euro- 
pean war. 

However, there acan be small 
doubt that Japan fully expects the 
application of sanctions. It has 
weighed this contingency in the 
scales and has decided to take a 
chance. I should say their rea- 
soning may be that-the gamble is 
justifiable, since a few weeks may 
show how the European war is 
turning. 

All indications are that Japan 
doesn’t want war with the United 
States. Japan doesn’t desire war 
with Britain, either, certainly so 
Jong as there is a chance that the 
Allies may defeat Germany. Still, 
should the war go against the 
Allies, Nippon would possess in 
Indo-China a base from which it 
would be possible to strike at 
Singapore, the Dutch East Indies 
or even against the Philippines. 

So much for Indo-China and its 
potentialities. But the signs are 
that Japan isn’t putting all its 
eggs in one basket, but is keeping 
a keen eye on the progress of the 
Russo-German war. 

Should there be indications of 
an impending Bolshevist collapse, 
it would be far from surprising if 
Japan took advantage of the situa- 
tion and struck to seize the Siber- 
ian coast line from Russia. Such 
an operation if successful would 
remove a potential military danger 
which long has caused Japan much 
anxiety and it would give the Nip-

GREECE UNDER HITLER 
—GREEKS UNDEFEATED, 


SAUCY AND DEFIANT 
Continued From Page One. 


ideological tricks, like changing 
the .word “democracy” in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s speeches to the 
word “justice,” left Greece as well 
prepared for occupation as for 
war because there is no trick for 
shackling the population invented 
by the German or Italian field 
staffs which could surpass those 
tested during the four years when 
Greeks were turned against Greeks, 
and parliamentary liberties were 
non-existent. 

_Against German Stukas dive- 
bombing Greek hospital ships— 
and all five were sunk—the 
Greeks had no protection, nor 
have they been able to prevent 
systematic carpetbagging by the 
German military machine which, 
as later articles will show, is 
organized specifically for that pur- 
pose. But when the Germans be- 
gan, the day after arriving in 
Athens, to issue lists of ordinances, 
regulations and laws, on arm- 
length handbills pasted by the doz- 
ens on the walls, the Greeks 
knew what to do. They read 
them, snickered at each other 
and, when the blackout came, tore 
them down. 


Talk and More Talk. 


And they talked. They talked 
and they are still talking, not so 
much about the Italians, because 
everybody everywhere, even in 
Greece, has begun to be sorry for 
the Italians, but always about the 
Germans. The Gestapo chief in 
Greece, according to the Greeks, 
was the biggest victim of the whis- 
pering campaign, which turned the 
Stadtkommandatur to a bundle of 
nerves, As the story runs, he is 
supposed to have resigned, saying: 

“There are two countries where 
I can not work—Japan, where no- 
body dares talk, and Greece, where 
everybody talks.” 

Although neither the British nor 
the Americans have done much to 
deserve the blind loyalty of the 
Greek man in the street toward 
the democratic Powers—the Brit- 
ish campaign having been a re- 
treat from the beginning and the 
Americans having failed to place 
a single promised airplane, cannon 
or equipment in Greek hands—the 
Greek continues to hang to the be- 
lief that rescue will come eventu- 
ally. There is a minority which 
echoes the views expressed even in 
the letter columns of the London 
Times that if Britain could send 
no better than 60,000 men, and 250 
airplanes mostly of outmoded de- 
sign, to face an army known to 
number 500,000 men with about 
2000 aircraft, it would have done 
better to send nothing and permit- 
ted Greece to make peace on its 
own terms. 


But a 90 per cent majority re- 
jects this thesis. They say that 
when Greece decided to fight Italy, 
it embarked on the road without 
any returning. With Gen. Metaxas 
dead, there was no leader in Greece 
capable of. inducing the army 
which had held and defeated the 
Italian generalissimos, including 
Mussolini himself, to sell out its 
victory before Hitler’s threats of 
invasion. 

Today it is the knowledge that 
Greece defeated Italy before los- 
ing .o Germany that makes it pos- 
sible for the Greeks to endure the 
humiliation of occupation. The 
Nazi rationalization that Greece 
was invaded only to attack the 
British is laughed at by the Greeks, 
They know it would have been 
necessary for Hitler either to come 
through Turkey or Greece to at- 
tack the Middle Hast, and that 
Italy had to be aided by Hitler in 
Albania or Fascism's falling wing- 
tip would have pulled the Axis 
plane into a tailspin. 

What comforts Greece is that its 
slender strength, placed before

899,370 FREIGHT CARS 
LOADED DURING WEEK 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).—The 
Association of American Railroads re- 
ported today that 899,370 cars of reve- 
nue freight were loadec during the week 
ending jast Saturday. 

This was an increase of 23,205 cars, 
or 2.6 per cent, compared with the pre- 
ceding week; an increase of 168,910 cars, 
or 23.1 per cent, compared with a year 
ago, and an increase of 
38 per cent, compared with 1939. 

The report classified the loadings, com- 
pared with last week and the correspond- 
ing week a year ago, as follows:

“It seems to me it would be a 
good idea to teach our foremen and 
plant superintendents how to get 
along successfully with people. If 
they could learn how to deal with 
men more wisely and tactfully, it 
ought to lessen our causes for fric- 
tion. 

“So I wish you would come here 
and give us a series of addresses 
on applied psychology, Dr. Crane. 
Strikes and quarrels always are cost- 
ly to the workers and their families, 
as well as to the stockholders whose 
capital is tied up in the idle plants. 

“We have an agreement ‘with 
our union, and I feel it would be well to teach our foremen 
how to live up to our end of the labor contract.”

DIAGNOSIS: Theron should certainly be commended for 
this honest attempt to fulfill his end of the labor contract.

allergy the antibodies remain at- 
tached to the cell protein and bind 
the foreign protein such as the 
hay fever pollen to the cell. 

The vaccination treatment con- 
sists in providing a mechanism for 
the detachment of the antibodies. 
This is a very brief statement, and 
for fuller information I advise you 
to go to the book itself. . 


J. F.:—“Cannot bad breath be 
caused by sluggish digestion or 
abnormal -secretion of the diges- 
tive juices?” 

Answer: Those who have stud- 
ied bad breath think that in most 
instances it is caused by retained 
food particles or infected spots in 
the mouth or from infection of the 
nose. Poor digestion with result- 
ing constipation does not, as pop- 
ularly supposed, release any odors 
into the blood which become ex- 
creted by the lungs into the 
breath.

. How private cattlemen and the 
Federal Government have blended 
the outstanding meat-producing 
qualities of “sissy” breeds with dis- 
ease and pest-resistant strains to 
produce new breeds of cattle is an 
absorbing tale. 

Cattle from India, England and 
Africa have gone into the compos- 
ite tough-tender beef animals. 

Several generations ago, gulf 
coast cattle were longhorns—horns, 
hooves and tail held together by 
rawhide. They were rough and 
ready, able to exist in the forbid- 
ding range country, but they didn’t 
produce much more meat than a 
jackrabbit, and not much better. 

Progressive cattlemen decided to 
import Herefords and Shorthorns, 
the famous “block square” beef 'cat- 
tle of England, They found they'd 
imported a headache. The Here- 
fords and Shorthorns, accustomed 
to the genteel life on temperate 
English acres, were tenderfoot vic- 
tims of the gulf coast cattle ail- 
ments, 

Screwworms, cancer-eye para- 
sites and other range vermin liter- 
ally ate them up. Sometimes they

lost 60 per cent of the calf crop 
to parasites. The fancy beeves just 
weren’t tough enough. 

The famous King ranch in Texas 
was the first to find a solution. It 
developed the Santa Gertrudis cat- 
tle, three-eighths Brahma and five- 
eighths Shorthorn, that combined 
the virtues of both breeds. The 
tough, mean-tempered Brahmas 
from India could take it and like 
it on the open range and were nat- 
urally immune to parasites. The 
crossbreds inherited that hardiness 
but kept the meat qualities of the 
Shorthorns. On top of that, they 
weighed even more than either 
parent. 

The U. 8S. Government is now in- 
terested. At Jeanerette, La., the 
Government is experimenting with

breeders had developed the best 
lard-type hogs in the world— 
waddling blimps upholstered in fat. 
The hog experts feared a day when 
U. S. hog raisers would be penal- 
ized because the lard-type hog 
doesn’t produce the lean meat cuts 
considered ideal. 

So they set about developing a 
meat-type breed, as insurance 
againts the day when lard-type 
hogs might be uneconomic and 
consequently unprofitable. 

Denmark had developed such a 
breed, called the Landrace hog. 
These yielded a higher percentage 
of hams, bacons and loin, less 
sheer fat. Landlace bacon is as 
high as 40 per cent lean meat, 
compared to lows of 12 per cent in 
lard-type carcasses, 

Why didn’t they simply import 
Landrace hogs, and gradually re- 
place the lard-type porkers? It 
isn’t that simple. 

The Landrace is a pinky-white 
hog. His complexion is all right 
in coo] Denmark, but he sunburns 
something scandalous in the Mid- 
west. A sunburned hog mopes 
and loses weight, runs up feeding 
costs. The Landrace legs were too 
weak for big U. S. farms, where 
a hog must rustle his groceries, 
Hogs had never had to develop 
long-range underpinning on tiny 
Danish farms, 

So the U, 8S. experimental farm 
tackled the problem of re-assem- 
bling divergent breeds into a com- 
posite hog to fit American. require- 
ments, . : 

The scientists crossed the Land- 
race with black Poland Chinas and 
red Duroc Jerseys. They crossed 
the hybrid back to Landrace stock. 
They wanted to “fix” that ideal 
Landrace architecture, the hour- 
glass figures that denotes super- 
hams, better bacon and more loin. 

Just now, with world conditions 
in chaos and the Government un- 
certain ubout food that will be 
needed, hog prices have been fixed 
at $9 a hundredweight. That price 
is an incentive to farmers to feed 
hogs heavier than the normal 
weight, and make the lard-type 
porker a profitable proposition. 

But the experiments on the U.S.

Sheep Blends. 


HEY’RE blending sheep like 

whisky on the U. S. experimen- 

tal farm, and what they get is 
swank fur coats. 

Distilleries use a little rare whis- 
ky to flavor vats of commoner 
beverage. The U.S. Bureau of An- 
imal Industry is doing the same 
thing, using Karakul sheep for 
“flavor.” 

It happens that broadtail, Per- 
stan lambs and ¢caracul furs all 
come from Karakul lambs. The 
U. 8S. fur industry imports 250,000 
lambskins a year. It would be 
swell if U. 8. sheepmen got that 
money. 

Trouble is, there are 10,000 or 


fewer Karakul sheep in the U. S. . 


No more can be imported, because 
of prohibitive quarantine laws. 
There are plenty of common, mut- 
ton-chop sheep, but their wool 
doesn’t make caracul fur. 

So the problem of U. 8S. experts 
is to take that little drop of Kar- 
akul blood available here, blend 
it with common sheep, and hope 
the resultant offspring retains the 
fur quality of all-Karakul pelts. 

It’s working out successfully at 
the experimental farms, where 4 
flock of 500 fur-bearers is on hand 
already, Karakul rams were bred 
to Corriedale, Navajo and high- 
land blackface sheep. The half- 
bred descendants didn’t have ex- 
ceptional pelts. They bred back to 
the Karakuls, and found the three- 
quarter bred lambs sported just as 
good fur as the imported skins. 

They're continuing the blending, 
distributing that little bit of Kara- 
kul blood around, establishing a 
strain of sheep that runs true for 
fur quality. 

What it means is that Miss 
America’s 1950 fur coat probably 
will cost less, that U. S. farmers— 
just a few at first, and then in in- 
creasing numbers—will be cutting 
in on e $2,000,000 market. Any 
farmers, using the lore gained in 
the Federal experiments, can build 
up a herd of half-bred ewes. Then, 
using a Karakul ram, he can breed 
a whole crop of three-quarter bred 
fur lambs, year after year, for a 
healthy cash income.

Apiarists at the United States 
experimental farm must con- 
sider such problems as_ wing 
spread, load capacity, cruising 
range, takeoff and landing abil- 
ity.

Bee breeders also must cope 
with such additional problems 
as bee dispositions, resistance 
to cold and disease and other 
difficulties plane engineers don’t 
have.

specialists in egg or meat produc- 
tion, or a combination—just out- 
line the type of cackler you want, 
and it’s a pretty good bet they've 
turned out that kind of bird in the 
course of their experiments . 

They don’t overlook the most 
insignificant detail in developing 
new chickens to meet a specific 
requirement. The color of pin- 
feathers, for instance, gets seri- 
ous attention. 

Dark pinfeathers spoil the ap- 
pearance of a dressed bird. 

When ‘the Federal researchers 
developed the new Columbian 
breed, a dual-purpose job de 
signed for both egg and meat pro- 
duction, they took pinfeathers in- 
to account, as well as skin and leg 
color. American iousewives pre- 
fer a rich, creamy-yellow skin 
and yellow shanks. 

To get the Columbian, they 
started with the Sussex, a superior 
meat producer. Sussex chickens 
hav. white shanks and too-light 


skin. The brought in Rhode Is- 


land Reds, superior egg producers 
with yellow legs and skin, and 
White Wyandottes, which have 
light pinfeathers. 

The Columbian has the meaty 
chassis of the Sussex, but the 
paint job is more attractive to the 
buyers’ eye. In addition, the Co- 
lumbian approaches the egg rec- 
ord of the R. I. Reds. 

The Columbian is only one of 
many near-miracles worked with 
chickens. 

By selective breeding, the Fed- 
eral men produced eggs with 
thick albumen, which poached 
well. 

Another experiment saving the 
nation’s poultrymen money is the 
sex determining technique. It’s 
difficult to tell males from females 
when the chicks are just hatched.

For 
premium holiday markets, there 
can be eggs with yolks of most 
any colors—even purple!

Sharp Rebuke 
Is Not Best 
For the Child

HE mind of a child ts shy at 

best and when that mind is 

troubled it retreats further 
and hides itself deeper. That is 
why it is better most of the time 
to be indirect in correction rather 
than direct and sharp. In emer- 
gency direct sharp action is de- 
manded but sane people do not 
live in. emergencies. 

When a child stutters direct at- 
tention, direct correction, is bad. 
That child is tense and anxious 
and his stuttering is the result of 
that state of mind and body. Di- 
rect criticism and correction in- 
creases his tension, blurs his mind, 
increases his difficulty tremen- 
dously. | 

The nervous child is in. the same 
state. He is not able to co-ordi- 
nate his powers and is out of 
control. To attack him directly 
for his failure to control himself 
and direct his enervies is to scat- 
ter the last remnant of power he 
has and reduce him to helpless- 
ness. That helplessness may be 
expressed in tears, tantrums or 
illness of other sorts.

CHILDREN who behave badly 
because of a lack of nervous con- 
trol are in the same class. They 
giggle foolishly, or they jump 
about the room in the presence of 
company, they perhaps, insist upon 
doing some impossible thing like 
putting their hands in the cake 
dough, pulling things off store 
counters. They are not integrated 
personalities at these times and 
direct attack on their behavior is 
not going to help. Say nothing 
about what they are doing but call 
their attention dramatically in an- 
other direction. 

In dealing with such children 
one is calm, steady, relaxed. To 
be otherwise, to show anger, fear, 
anxiety, is to set the stage for fail- 
ure. The children take on the fear 
and anxiety and adding them to 
their original load of unfitness, 
collapse completely. That brings 
on hysterics, scenes that upset the 
whole family and do no good what- 
ever. What is needed is control 
and it must be established by one 
under complete control.

QUIET IS ESSENTIAL for the 
stuttering child. Not the stillness 
gained by force, but the serenity 
of soul gained by confidence and 
trust. When a child begins to stut- 
ter demonstrate in yourself the 
sureness of thought, the courage, 
faith and belief in the child’s abil- 
ity to come clear. Rise mentally 
to serene heights and hold the 
thought of power, peace and per- 
fection for him. In the presence 
of that thought his tension will 
relax, he will feel better and do 
better. 

Once a boy stuttered badly and 
in his distress he said to his 
mother, “I can’t talk so I can't 
go with the other children. I’m 
all alone and I’m going to be 
dumb” if 

“Nonsense, Johnn} You’re not 
so good with your tongue yet, but 
what of it? Who cares if. you 
don’t? Those boys like you for 
what you are, for what you can 
do, and they don’t care a hoot 
about your stuttering. Forget it. 
Go ahead and stutter your way 
out and forget it and they will, 
too.” 

That’s about the best advice to 
give such a child. Face the diffi- 
culty, know it does not really 
matter, deal with it indirectly by 
taking another road to _ success, 
and its penalty is reduced to the 
vanishing point.
